W orking behind blackout curtains which darkened the W hite House 
to night-tim e passers-by , Early said the chief ex ecutiv e receiv ed 
steady inv asion reports— rom plete and in detail— from 11:30 p. m„ 
on into the actual hour of the assault against the coast of France.
